Thay gathered about tha grain pit long be 
fore the opening hour, and from the time 
gong sounded until wall on in the afternoon 
the place looked like the riolent ward in an 
insane asvluni. The din waa almost deafen- 
ing, and spectators in the galleries witnessed 
aacene they will probably never forget Tha 
brokers crowded around the pit until they 
were p«tcked aa' closed as sardim-s, .tnd there 
for houra they swayed to and fro, wildly 
waving tbsir anas as thay slumtsd bids tor 
wheat 

This excitement had its affaot upoa all 

connected with the exchange, and in tha 

provision trade, the flour ring and other 
quarters of the room, the men seemed aa if 
infe<!te<i with the fever that w.'is running 
high among their brethren in the wheat pit 
It was a treinendoua strain, and everybody 
in the exi'hange breathe<l a sigh of relief 
when the ilayhad pas,sed, and no failures 
were nine iiini ed. The cause of all this waa 
the phennmeiml action of the market, which, 
after the oiM'iiing, jiirnp<vl up six points 
from the closing price of the previ ms night, 
and then as suildenly reacted, falling back 
to within half a point ot tha Opening llgnra 

of the morning. 

It did not stay down, however, but again 
ihot up, toiicliing the highest point of the 
previous ri.sc. Once more the quotations 
sagged off, this tune falling two points for 
the highest, and finally closed there. The 
movement w.as a regular sea-s;iw anil the 
brokers junipe 1 about from the long to the 
short side, making their chan;!;e of base with 
lightning like rapidity, ami, thus fluctuating, 
they kept up t^t; racket at n pace winch was 
marvelous. All day long, and oven aft'-r the 
market clo^e.l, Inr^e numbers of brokers 
gathered in tlie hallway of tha eZObaUga and 
sontinued their trailing. 

The transactions aggregated nearly forty 
million bushels of wheat, which is the largest 
total for any aingle day within the history 
of the Protliiee exchange.

The Cincinnati 
Enquirer a few days ago talked very 
knowingly of the rumored sale, and said 
the terms had been agreed on for some 
lime. But it seems sncli a fif-it and 
newsy paper as the Euquiier may be a 
little ••oft "at times:
